NEW YORK, Jan. 14.~—The medical 
men--some alienists, the others just doc- 
tors—had their inning at Harry K.

Dr. John T. Demar, the Thew fam- 
ily physician, testified to a strain of in- 
sanity in the prisoner's family, and said 
that Thaw himself had St. Vitus dance 
in his childhood, and that he always 
Was of a nervous temperament. Efforts 
to bring out insanity in distant branches 
of the Thaw family were blocked by 
District Attorney Jerome, whose ocbiec- 
tions were sustained by Justice Dowl- 
ing. | 

It is evident from the questions asked 
by the defense today that the Thaws 
will not pause at baring every mental 
taint ‘hey can find anywhere in their 
line. Mrs. Thaw herself, the prisoner's 
mothér, will take the stand and an- 
swer similar questions. She is expected

Cashier Identifies Checks. 

George Argo. cashicr of the State 
Bank at Clinton, was recalled as the 
first witness today. He identified more 
than two hundred checks, written by 
isnell from 1902 to the beginning of 1907, 
all on the State Bank, aggregating more 
than $200,000. These included scores of 
checks for $50 and $100 and several for 
Snell-McNamara. 
Bank books introduced with the checks 
slv.wed payments of $21,500 during this 
period from this one bank of several in 
which Col. Snell de pamited. 
Only 28 checks to the Rev. E. A. Ham- 
liton of Newman, I1l., who, with his wife 
and daughter, benefited by the million- 
aire’s generosity, were introduced. They 
ranged from $10 to $0. Other checks to 
the minister’s family are in possession 
of the jawyers and probably will be 
introduced later. The purpose of these 
checks and bank books is io show that 
Co). Snell was mentally sound and 
transacted all his own business until his 
aeath. More than two hours were spent 
in the identification of these exhibits. 

Two photographs of Col. Snell and 

Mbelle Snell-McNamara of Kansas 
City, his titian-haired favorite grand- 
niece, have been submitted to Judge 
Cochran to determine whether they are 
admissible as evidence. 
The photographs were taken during 
a Western trip. One shows Mabelle in 
an abreviated skirt astride a burro in 
the shadow of “Balanced Rock,” in 
the Garden of the Gods, near Colorado 
Springs, while beside her, gaily mount- 
ed on auother tiny burro, her eld- 
erly benefactor. The second photo 
shows Mabelie and her mother in a 
cart before the historic old gate of 
St. .Augustine, with the Colonel 
standing alongside and flourishing a 
long whip over the pack of the oxen 
attached to it.

Flames were 
augmented by o!l from old-fashioned kerosene lamps used as footlights, 
which the amateur actors accidentally overturned while they were trying 
to quell the panic which followed the first explosion, 

THE SCENE—Rhoades’ Theater, Boyertown, Pa. “The town has 2500” 
fopulation and is 70 miles from Philadelphia and 18 miles from Reading. 

THE BUILDING—Three stories, The first was occupied by bank and 
store. The parquet of the theater was om the second floor. The third was | 
taken up by the balcony. The theater was lighted by kerosene lamps.

| BOYERTOWN, Pa., Jan. 14.—At least 136 men, 
women’ and children were burned or trampled to death 
and 75 injured in a fire which swept the Rhoades Opera 
House here last night, following the explosion of a gas 
tank used in a moving picture machine. Fifty bodies 


have been recovered. 


There were 400 persons in the theater when the explosion occurred, and 
until the exits were in ruins these hundreds fought like madmen in the crowd 
ed aisles, trampling scores of women and children under foot and mangling 


them beyond, recognition. 


When the first rush was made for the doors net tee oon at the stage 
attempted to stem the panic, and accidentally upset te coal-oil lamps used 


as footlights. The lamps exploded and the crowd in tie parquet was drenched 
with burning oi]. An added catastrophe followed’ a moment later, when a Ares 
tion of the main floor gave way under the weight of the struggling mass of 
people and scores were carried down with the debris in to the basement,

SCORES OF WOMEN CRUSHED.

FIRE BURNED ALL NIGHT. 

The fire was not brought under contro! until early this morning, after as 
sistance had arfived from Reading and Pottstown.

Federal Grand Jury Will 
Probe the Interstate 
Shipments. 
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RESULT OF INSPECTION 
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Chemical Analysis of Samples 
Causes Officials to Take 
Matter Up. 





Ten St. Louis’ milk dealers have been 
summoned to appear before the Board of 
Pure Food and Drug Inspection in the 
gtand jury room in the Federal Build- 
ihe Wednesday morning at 9 o’clack to 
testify as to the source of thelr milk 
supply. 

Chief Government Inspector W. G. 
Campbell of the Food Division of the 
Agricultural Department came to St. 
Louis Sept. 30 and Oct. 1, 2 and 3, with 
four assistants, and was followed by Dr. 
W. D. Bigelow, an inspector, and nine 
assistahts. The purpose of their visit 
was to make an examination of the 
condition of the supply of milk shipped 
to St. Louis from Illinois under the pro- 
visions of the drug and food act. 

‘While the United States under this 
act has-not the right to interfere within 
the states with the production of food 
products it may examine drugs and food 
that is shipped from one State to an- 
other, and the producers may be pun- 
jahed if such is found to have been 
adulterated in any manner. 

The delinquents are tried in the Fed- 
eral courts and, if found guilty, the mis- 
demeanor is punishapbte vy a fine of $200 
for the first offense and not more than 
a fine of $300 and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year for each subsequent of- 
fense. 

City Chemist Appealed. 

“The inspection was the result of a ré- 
quest made by Thomas A. Buckland, 
CityAChemist, to Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief 
of the food division of the Agricultural 

‘epartment. It was made because, while 

City Chemist could handie city pro- 
ction of impure milk, he had no juris- 
tion over the producers in Illinois. 

For five days the Government in- 
_ @pectors collected samples along the lines 
of the Baltimore & Ohio, Clover Leaf, 
Bie Four and Southern railroads in Il- 
Lnois.adjacent to St. Louls. Some of the 
samples of milk were taken from the 
cans Which they had followed from II- 
Iinois to St. Louis after they had been 
lhaded on.the wagons for distribution 
at the various railroad depots in this 
eity. | 

In all, 14386 samples were taken, from 
270 Illinois farmers and 17 branch cream- 
éries. , 

The samptes of milk were chemically 
analyzed in the laboratory of the City 
Chemist by the experts brought from 
Wushington by Chief Inspector Camp- 
bell, and the results sent to Dr. Wiley 
in Washington. The result of the ex- 
aminations have been carefully guarded, 
but the following local milk dealers have 
been summoned:

The worst previous theater fire in the United States was the one 
in which Conway’s Brooklyn Theater was destroyed with a loss of 295 
lives. As usual, panic reigned, and scores who might have been .saved 
were trampled or died fighting to escape. There was nothing with which 
to “fight the flames in the theater itself. The fire occurred on Dec. 5, 
1876. Kate Claxton was playing “The Two Orphans” and the house was 


crowded. 
| N the great Vienna disaster on Dec. 8, 1881, the Ring Theater burned 


and 900 lives were lost. Again panic and improper precaution were 
responsible for the greatest part of the loss of life. As in the Brook- 
lyn theater, 4 lamp was upset on the stage. 

The Comedie Francaise in Paris was burned on March 8, 1900. ~Mlle. 
Henriot. an actress, was burned to death in this fire. 

Abbey’s Park ‘Theater, in New York, was burned to the ground in 
1882. No lives were lost, however, only about 25 persons being in the 
place at the time the fire started.

Wambhoff took his life in a saloon at 
2941 Gravois avenue, at 11 o’clock Mon- 
day night. He entered the place at 
10 o’clock with a party of ‘“‘the boys’’ 
to whem his sweetheart took exceptions, 
and was apparently in jovial spirits. 
After an hour’s drinking and joking, he 
withdrew from the party, and taking 
Miss Freise’s letters from his pocket, 
read them through. Then, taking out a 
notebook, he began writing hurrieddly 
in it. He was composing his farewell 
to life. ; 

Setting a glass to his lips, he called 
out: “Here goes, boys! This settles 
it!’’ and drained the glass. His com- 
rades then saw that the empty bottle 
from which he poured his drink was 
labeled carbolic acid. 

When members of the party tried te 
leave the saloon to get milk, an anti- 
dote, Wamhoff grappled with them and 
prevented their departure until the poi- 
son had time to take effect. He died 
while being hurried to the City Hos- 
pital. 

Note Bids Farewell. 

The death note read as follows: 

“This is something hard. But I,can’t 
help it. I am despondent and have been 


for several months. This is all I have 
to say. So good-by to all. I could say 
a few things, but Il am no snitch and I 
will take them with me.”’ The note 
ended with the phrase. ‘A Girl.”

PARIS, Jan. 14.—All Paris is talking 
of the wonderful airship in which Henry 
Farman won the $10,000 Deutsche-Arch- 
deacon prize yesterday by mak a 
circular flight of one seein Os 
eighths of a mile) in a machine heavier 
than air in the presence of a committee 
of clubs. The time was one minute and 
28 seconds. 

IFarman’'s triumph Monday was fully 
expected, for he performed the feat last 
Saturday, but as the proper committee 
was not present then of course the 
prize (offered for the first machine to 
fiy, a kilometer circle) could not be 
awarded. 

Farman’s machine may be described, 
as an automobile with wings. It is 
really a very imperfect automobile with 
very clumsy wings, and even while ad- 
mitting its flight one cannot but feel 
that it bears the same relation to the 
flying machine of the future as Robert 
Stephenson's Rocket did to the locomo- 
tives of the present day. The very faults 
of the machine help to give it a strik- 
ing appearance. 


Motor Weighs 176 Pounds 


A frame work of ash and piano wires 
supports two horizontal parallel planes 
of light sail cloth 30 feet _long. A _ 50- 
horsepower motor is placed just behind 
and above the level of the lower plane 
of the forward set of,sails. In front 
protrudes a horizontal rudder, which, 
raised or lowered changes the elevation 
at which the machine slides. The aero- 
naut sits just in front of the motor. 

The motor weighs 176 pounds, has 
eight cylinders and developed 50-horse- 
power. Its manufacturers also win a 
medal. 

As Farman sits above his apparatus 
and between his wings, bending a little 
forward, he appears at the start en- 
veloped in a circle of flame, due to the 
bad sparking and flashing of his motor. 
The din produced is like that of volley 
firing by a troop of soldiers. 

As the machine rushes along the 
ground at first the outspread wings 
seem to lend excitement and reckless- 
ness to the whole performance, while in 
the aeroplanes wake the spectators are 
swept about by the tempestuous wind it 
produces in its flight. 

It is when the aeroplane rises high 
above the ground that the element of 
risk appears to be less, for its flight is 
now comparatively even, and when it 
descends it is with a long gradual

KILL BROTHER 


All Children of + Dehtevitle Far- 
mer Will Testify Against 
Him. 





Good-natured banter between her 


parents started the quarrel in which 
her father killed her brother, according 


to the testimony of Helen Oster, 16 years 
old, first witness in the Belleville Cir- 
cuit Court against her father, Henry 
Oster, on trial for the murder of his son, 
John. 

Henry Oster stabbed his son in the 
heart with a knife at their home, Aug. 
27, 1907. 

“Father came home that night in 4 
good humor, although he had been 
drinking a little,’’ said Helen on the wit- 
ness stand. “He held sqgme money on 
his open palm and said to mother: ‘You 
ean’t have any of this.’ 

Says Oster Strack Wife. 

“Mother laughed and knocked the mon- 
ey from his hand. ‘Father got very 
angry. He went to the toolhouse and 
began to break up his tools. Mother 
tried to stop him and he struck her. He 
also struck me when I tried to help 
mother. 

“John’s wife, May, then ran to call 
him from Charles Pannier’s. John met 
father at the gate. They had a scuffle 
and father stabbed John there.’’ 

Mrs. May Oster, the victim’s widow, !s 
chief witness for the State. 

She testified that when Henry Oster 
struck his wife, she ran to get her hus- 
band. Returning; they met the #ither 
near the gate. He had a knife in his 
hand. 

Mrs. May Oster says she grabbed the 
old man’s right arm and his wife, who 
was near, seized him from behind, pull- 
ing him back toward the fence. The 
son, John, his wife says, grabbed his 
father’s left arm and kicked at him 
once.

This amounted to a request for Gen- 
trv’s resignation. The resignation has 
not come, nor has Gentry called off his 
petitions.

NEED MUNICIPAL PLANT 








Comptroller Declares Bond 
Issue Is Only Way to 
| Buy One. 


> Material reductions from the rates 
J which the city is now paying for light- 
ing its streets, alleys and parks, have 
= been promised by the Union Electric 
- Light and Power Co. and the Welsbach 
§ Co. of America, according to Presi- 
> dent A. J. O'Reilly of the Board of 
ra Public Improvements. These concerns 
have the present contract for Nghting. 
. The Unicn company and the Laclede 
* Gaslight Co., which supplies the gas for 
the Welsbach company’s lamps, are 
controlled by the North American Co. 

While expecting a decreage in the cost 
of lighting the city, members of the 

- Board of Public Improvements admit 
that. there is no prospect of competition 
in the bidding, and if the North Amer- 
ican Co., which dominates the situation, 
élects to maintain current rates or to 
raise them, the city will have no rem- 
edy for st two years. 

Municipal Plant Planned 

It is the intention to build a munici- 
pal plant tn the event that favorabl« 
terms cannot be obtained from the mo- 
nopolies now in control. It will be six 
months, however, before the sincerity of 
the promises can be demonstrated. If it 
were tnen found imperative to estab- 
lish & municipal system, at least two 
years would be required to get the 
people’s consent, build power stations, 
lay conduits and erect poles. 

Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
Whyte, who was chairman of the com- 
tnliitee which is now being examined by 
City Cqpnselor Bates; told a Post-Dis-- 
patch reporter Tuesday that there is no 
lope of competition in the bidding for 
the lighting contract. 

“There is no chance of an outside com- 
pany entering St. Louis,”’ he said. ‘But 
the Board knows what other cities are 
paying for lighting and will demand a 
scaling of present charges here. We 
have @ssurance that thére will be a 
rnaterial decrease. Unless it means a 
saving of $150,000 a year, nowever, we 
shall advocate the aequirement of a 
municipal plant, through the sale of 
bonds.”’ 

President O'Reilly and Street Com- 
missioner Travilla, who also helped to 

frame the new bill, admit that there is 
no likelihood of competitive bidding and 
that the city will have to depend on the 
geod will of the North American Co. 
for any concessions from rates now paid 
for lighting the streets. 

Contract Expires in 1910. 

The present contract expires Sept. 1, 
19. There will hardly be time enough, 
and certainly not sufficient money to 
establish a municipal plant equal to the 
task of lighting the entire city. 

Although an ordinance, approved Feb, 
* 3. 1903, authorized the Comptroller to set 
aride $140,000 annually to meet the cost 

| a municipal plant, no such provision 

ever been made. 

Comptroller Player says he did not 
segregate the $140,000 each year because 
the time from the passage of the or- 
dinance until the expiration of the 
present lighting contract was not a suf- 
ficient period in which to accumulate 
an pepint large enough to pay for the 
plant. In that time—seven years—the 
total would be but $980,000, or less than 
half the estimates of cost given by 
Thomas B. Carter, former Supervisor of 
City Lighting, and Holman & Laird, 
eleetrica! engineers. * Mr. Carter's esti- 
mate was $2,523,200, and that of Holman 
@ Laird $2,652,000, 

Says Bonds Are Needed. 


“It is manifestly absurd to attempt to 
| get enough money to build a municipal 
lighting plant befofe.the expiration of 
the present contract, unless through the 
issuance of bonda,"' said Comptroller 
Player. . 
. “If the city is to own its own facilities 
-for lighting its streets, the people should 
have a chance to vote on the project. 
If they favor municipal ownership and 
operation of a plant, then they could 
_ get the money through a sale of bonds. 
“The ordinance of Feb. 3, 1908, simply 
authorized the Comptroller to set aside 
$140,000 annually. He was not directed 
to do so. For the reasons I have given 
I didn’t regard it as necessary or ad- 
visable to allow the money.” 
The Democratic party, in ite pilat- 
forme in the last seven years, has 
pledged itself to a municipal system of 
lighting. Comptroller Player was 
@lected on such a platform. Mayor 
_ Wells has said that If there was any 
attempt on the part of the lighting 
companies to extort high prices from 
the city, a nvunicipal plant should be 
held in reserve as a sort of club over 
their heads. 
, Revenue Is Inanfficient. 


The Board. of Public Improvements 
has done nothing’ in the way of antict- 
any such contingency, except 

to obtain estimates of expendi- 

tures reeded-to- put the city on such 

aw pro a footing. ven the nucleus 
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of fl fund for the purpose nas sever 
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nues, it admitted, could not pro- 
duce any such amount without seri- 
ously crippling other departments. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Lo. has absorbed the concerns which 
formerly competed for the contract for 
lighting the section between the river, 
Jefferson avenue, Arsenal street and 
Brenzen avenue, and the alleys in other 
parts of the city. It will be the only 
bidder next time. Outside competition 
is beyond the hope of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements now, because, even if 
another company should enter the fie!d, 
it would have to obtain franchises and 
fight for room to distribute its wires 
and conduits over and under the streets. 
It could not expect to perform any other 
service than that of lighting the strects 
and alleys, because the bill framed oy 
the Boa1. of Public Improvements spe- 
cifically prohibits the successful bidder 
from doing a commercial business. 

This limitation was made, members 
of the Board say, to avoid including in 


is 


the ordinance any franchise or special! 


privilege. The Union Electric Co. and 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. will not be 
affected by this prohibition, since they 
already have franchises. 

The Wellsbach Co. of America has 
the contract for lighting the Streets 
with gas mantles. Its supplies of gas, 
however, are purchased from the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. By reason of that 
relationship, the city fs practically deal- 
ing with the gas company, which may 
set any figure it chooses on its product. 
So, in the end, the city will have to 
accept whatever terms the North Artner- 
ican Co. offers, either through the Union 
Electric Co. or more indirectly through 
the Wellsbach Co 

City Pays $487,283. 

Exclusive df public buildings, the city 
is now paying $487,283 for its lighting. 
Of that sum the Wellsbach Co. receives 
upward of $400,000. It is generally ex- 
pected that the cost will be much heay- 
ier since the monopolization of both 
gas and electricity by the North Amer- 
ican Co. 

The city is now ‘suing to recover from 
the National Surety Co. of New York 
$200,000, representing the bond which it 
gave to guarantee the performance of a 
contract awarded to the Kern Incandes- 
cent Mantel Co., eight years ago. - This 
concern, after bidding successfully for 
the contract to light the streets with 
gas, never made any attempt to do so. 
A new contract had to be let in a short 
space of time and the Wellsbach com- 
pany got-it. It was pending the letting 
of this second contract Mayor Ziegen- 
hein assured the public. that,while 


without any artificial means of ilumi- 
nating the streets, “‘we got a moon yet, 
aindt it.’ 
"To, Make lens Inquiry. 

lt was freely charged at the time that 
the Kern compan’ never intended to 
carry out its contract, but was simply 
a stalking horse behind whch lurked 
other companies that saw a chance 
first to embarrass the city by delay and 
then foree the letting of a disadvan- 
tageous contract at the eleventh hour. 
City Counselor Bates says that it will 
take him ‘three weeks to examine the 
lighting bill for possible legal defects.

He knows that Lexington and Yorktown and 
Appomattox hac & meaning and that they still 
live. 


Being wholly sure of himself and his fellow 


and able to protect them, Gov. Folk finds time to 
consider the demands and the duties of the hour. 
We have obligations to ourselves and to pos- 
terity as truly as those who preceded us had 
theirs. If we are to move forward we must rec- 
ognize accomplished facts and grapple with the 
problems that press for settlement. 

There are many wrongs to be redressed, but 
they are no more the result of aristocracy than 
are common swindling and housebreaking. There 
are Republicans, no doubt, who hold popular 
government in contempt, but every one of them 
may be matched by a Democrat.

I own a building having upper and lower flat, five 
and six rooms, for which I receive $5 per month, 
or $540 per. year. This house cost me $6250 original- 
tr. , Out of the rent I /pay $% for taxes, $20 for 
water and hose license, $15 for insurance, and paper- 
ing, painting, cleaning. hauling ashes, ana other 
necessary repairs $150 per year more, leaving me 
$280 per year on an investment of $6250, or about 4% 
per cent. Banks will allow 4 per cent on time’ de- 
posits, and one can get 6 per cent on mortgages with 
no worry. The above figures allow nothing for ten- 
ants moving without rent being raid in full, and no 
allowance for the property being vacant part of. 
the time. Some’ years ago building trades workmen 
received % or 9) cents per hour.

The articles of agreement provide that 
the centest shall be a finish wrestling 
catch-as-catch-can. style, to be 
held in Convention Hall, Kansas City, 
for a purse of ten thousand ($10,000), best 
two out of three falls, ‘with the strangle 
hold barred, 
When Hackenschmidt was being 
matched with Jenkins in New York he 
refused to sign articles unjess I agreed 
to referee the bout. I preferred not to, 
thinking that this might interfere with 
my standing as an amateur athiete. 
Finally “Hack” said that if I would 
personally assure him of the honesty of 
one of the men suggested by Jenkins 
he would accept and sign the articles. 
Il recommended Tim Hurst, and he ref- 
ereed to the satisfaction of both Hack- 
enschmidt and Jenkins. 
Probably having this incident in mind, 
the Missouri! A. CC. put the following 
clause in the articles: é 
“It is further agreed that the said

“Attorney Henry Bodman of Detroit, 
who fs the representative of the alumni, 
and myself, were instructed by the 
board to write the representatives of the 
Western colleges that Michigan thought 
it wise to withdraw from the Western 
conference. Michigan does not feel that 
the course which the Western confer- 
ence hag taken was necessary for the 
purity of athletics or the excellence of 
scholarship. 

“Michigan does not feel that the con-
